More Land for Building 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, had a meeting 
with the Prime Minister at 10 Downing- 
street on Tuesday and (writes our Par- 
liamentary Correspondent) it is prob- 
able that the increasing cost of building 
land was discussed. 

Asking the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday if he was aware of the 
rapidly increasing prices of land in urban 
areas which increased considerably the 
cost of houses and, consequently, rents, 
MR. S. AWBERY suggested that the Minister 
should set up a committee to inquire into 
‘this exploitation of values created by 
the community.’ 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, stated in a written reply: ‘ The 
Minister is aware that the price of land 
has risen sharply in areas where com- 
petition for it is most acute. What he is 
anxious to do is to increase the supply— 
by providing more land for development 
(where that does not conflict with impor- 
tant planning objectives) and by en- 
couraging fuller use of land within the 
towns. These are matters which plan- 
ning authorities and the department are 
reviewing. I do not think that a com- 
mittee of inquiry would help.’ 


Himalayan Expedition Hut 

SIR EDMUND HILLARY, with Lady Hillary, 
and Dr. L. G. C. Pugh (of the Medical 
Research Council) were the guests of Mr. 
W. S. Jones, FIOB, at a luncheon at 
Skindles, Maidenhead, on Tuesday to cele- 
brate the handing over of a sectional 
laboratory hut which will serve as a head- 
quarters building for the 1960-61 Hima- 
layan expedition which Sir Edmund is 
to lead. Some details of the hut, with a 
drawing, are on page 23. 

Responding to Mr. Jones, who wished 
the expedition God speed, sIR EDMUND 
congratulated the firm, J. M. Jones & 
Sons, Ltd., of Maidenhead, on carrying 
out the design in the surprisingly short 
time of three weeks. It would be erected 
approximately 20,000 ft. up, he said, and 
would enable research to be carried on 
into the behaviour of the human body 
in rarefied atmosphere. He also thanked 
the Timber Development Association, 
whose design team, lead by Mr. E. Levin, 
designed the 22 ft. long hut, and the 
British Plywood Manufacturers and other 
suppliers, including Leicester Lovell & Co. 
Ltd., who made the adhesives, and paid 
a special tribute to Mr. W. T. Sauteur, 
project manager to Messrs. J. M. Jones. 

‘I shall see to it that you get full in- 
formation as to the hut’s behaviour under 
the testing conditions it will face,’ said 
Sir Edmund, ‘always provided that we 
are not blown away!

THE REAL ISSUES IN ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION are too 
often obscured by professional politics or sectional 
interests. It is, therefore, pleasant to come across so clear 
an exposition as that supplied by DR. DENIS HARPER’S 
article in the current ‘RIBA Journal,’ ‘A New Educa- 
tional Framework.’ Dr. Harper recognises that recent 
pronouncements from Portland Place are by no means 
generally accepted by architects and students of archi- 
tecture—or by builders either—as the last word on this 
subject. Many would question some of the statements 
made by Dr. Harper himself, but the three points of his 
conclusion do indeed represent a simple framework for 
discussion. He says, first, that full-time schools of archi- 
tecture, to be satisfactory, must undertake what he calls 
active post-graduate research; second, that there should 
be part-time sandwich or combined courses based on 
offices and schools; and third, that there should be means 
for architectural students to transfer to and from courses 
in building. 

Each of these points involves some difficulty. For 
example, there can be no effective interchange between 
architectural and building training unless there is flexi- 
bility in the application of the qualifying examinations on 
either side. Such flexibility does not, as yet, exist. As 
to part-time sandwich courses, we have for long advocated 
them as a reasonable means of training architects, provided 
that schools and offices accept and share their joint 
responsibility. The Oxford Conference paid lip-service to

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Defiating the Football 


THE CHANCELLOR’S ACTION in deflating the football of 
national economy has not come too soon, for the bladder 
of resources and manpower has been stretched over-thin 
for safety. Whether the addition of 1 per cent to Bank 
Rate, plus calling for a further deposit of assets by the 
joint stock banks will be sufficient, time only will tell. 
There can be few in the building industry who will not 
feel glad if the present effect is to ease the pressure on 
the contracting side—from manpower, materials and plant 
shortages. While the industry is grateful to development 
speculators who provide it with much work, it is possible 
to have too much of a good thing, especially when such 
development is often accompanied by disruption of the 
local labour situation. If MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY’S move 
means that some development schemes go into cold 
storage for a time, this could be no bad thing. 


Not only private developments will be affected, of 
course. The Government is holding an immediate review 
of its spending and priorities in building will undoubtedly 
be settled. It seems as though social and welfare services, 
particularly hospital building, and educational building 
will be left largely untouched, but that roads and power 
installations and railways may be cut back. Slum clear- 
ance is unlikely to be affected (MR. BROOKE has had too 
difficult a time in getting the trickle of schemes up to its 
present respectable flow to wish for any recession), but 
other municipal housing is unlikely to increase, if only 
for the reason that Public Works Loans rate has been 
advanced. We shall fervently hope that, in making its 
plans, the Treasury will keep well in mind the need, as 
the industry sees it, of so arranging its cuts as to put 
the smaller builder at no disadvantage with the large firm. 


New Deal Wanted for the Conference 


THE BRITISH ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE recently concluded 
in Manchester may well be the last on the current pattern 
if younger members of the RIBA have their way. One 
of these, MR. JOHN PARTRIDGE, in a letter which appears 
on page 13 of this issue, suggests that the time has come 
when the Conference should be given ‘an entirely new 
facelift’; his comments, in fact, go further and contem- 
plate something near a complete revision. There will be 
few present at Manchester who will not agree with him. 

This is not to say that Manchester was a failure; indeed, 
judged by previous standards, it was as successful as any 
since the Torquay conference of 1954. The truth is, 
of course, that the emphasis on serious study has 
developed and the importance of the Conference’s social 


side (which absorbs two afternoons and three evenings) 
is seen to be less. A new plan which could include dis- 
cussion of a commissioned project leading, in suitable 
cases, to the adoption of a formal resolution to be for- 
warded to the appropriate authority, Minister or other, 
is suggested by Mr. Partridge in his interesting letter. No 
doubt there are other ideas on foot, and we hope that the 
anonymous group at the RIBA who plan the conferences 
will take heed of them. Whatever ideas they adopt, the 
group should take heed that there is an entirely praise- 
worthy consensus of opinion about among younger archi- 
tects that the present pattern of British Architects’ 
Conferences is well out of date and needs replacing by 
something more dynamic. 


Notes of the Week 


Park Lane Hotel; Builder Among the Lions; The C and CA 


THERE ARE SIGNS, and welcome signs, that 
public opinion is rallying against the pro- 
posal to erect the Hilton-Clore hotel in 
Park-lane. Mr. Yehudi Menuhin’s letter 
in the ‘ Daily Telegraph’ (noted in our 
last issue) was followed by a short 
debate in the House of Lords on Tues- 
day of last week initiated by Lord 
Amulree in which attention was drawn 
to the Royal Fine Art Commission’s dis- 
approval both of the original scheme for 
this hotel and for the revised scheme 
(shown on facing page) on the grounds 
that the building was likely to destroy 
the rural atmosphere of Hyde Park. Lord 
Amulree was supported by Lord Motti- 
stone who asked the Government to 
enunciate a policy to define the encom- 
passing skyline for the guidance of 
developers and of the local authority. 
Replying for the Government, Earl 
Waldegrave took the view that the ques- 
tion of high buildings round Hyde Park 
‘has to be a matter of compromise.’ The 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and the local planning authorities. 
he said, would secure that there was not 
a cliff of continuous high buildings round 
the parks and in the open spaces in the 


Garden Party; Improved Housing 


centre of London. Provided that that 

evil did not take place, said Earl Walde- 

grave, Mr. Brooke felt that properly 

designed buildings, properly placed and 

spaced, were and must be acceptable in 

this modern age. 
* * * 

AT THE END OF THE DEBATE Lord 
Alexander of Hillsborough acidly sug- 
gested that if there was to be an overhaul 
of planning procedure (a proposal made 
by Lord Mancroft) it might include the 
Royal Fine Art Commission as well. This 
is manifestly unfair, for the Commission, 
as long ago as April of last year, issued 
a categorical objection to the hotel pro- 
posal (see ‘ The Builder’ of May 8, 1959) 
in which it put the case for the users of 
the Park as against the users of the hotel, 
and went on to say that if permission 
were given, as in this case, for an 
exceptionally high building, it did not 
see how it would be possible to refuse 
permission for other exceptionally high 
buildings at different points on the peri- 
meter of the central parks. The revised 
hotel, it may be noted, would be about 
320 ft. high. 

The present situation is that the LCC 


has passed plans for the revised scheme 
and a building contract has been placed. 
Is it too late for action to be taken? We 
should hope not. Not only would this 
be the first step towards ruining the 
central London parks (for already 
another proposal for a hotel on the Bays- 
water-road side of Hyde Park is on foot) 
but it could play an important part in 
forcing up land values. There can be 
little doubt that the belief among 
developers that, given attractive argu- 
ments, the planning regulations can be 
overcome, plays a large part in pushing 
up site costs to their present often fan- 
tastic levels. Earl Waldegrave virtually 
admitted this when he said in the Lords 
debate: ‘ The main purpose of putting up 
a building of this type is that it would 
be more remunerative. It is extremely 
difficult to pay the cost of a central Lon- 
don site without putting a very large 
building upon it.’ From every point of 
view, economic as well as amenity, this 
hotel project wants looking at again.

Hubert Bennett, who received the award 
on behalf of the housing division of the 
Council, was a little diffident—under- 
standably so as the scheme was prepared 
under the direction of his predecessor, 
Sir Leslie Martin. Just the same, it was 
pleasant to hear him giving full credit to 
the contribution of the housing depart- 
ment, credit which was endorsed by Mr. 
Norman Farmer, Deputy Chairman LCC. 

The most important contribution was 
made, perhaps, by Mr. Norman Wates. 
Responding for his firm, Wates, Limited, 
who carried out the £5m. contract, he 
commented on the fact that there had 
been excellent co-operation between the 
clients and his firm which went so far as 
enabling a change of system to bring in 
pre-cast elements instead of ‘in situ 
design as originally proposed. | This had 
made considerable savings in time. ‘ But, 
said Mr. Wates, ‘ it would have been even 
more successful had we been able to 
integrate our construction methods from 
the outset into the design, and I am sure 
had this been done there would have 
been savings to the client both in terms 
of speed and rent, as well as cost. ©

tecture,” Mr. Wates added, ‘ but I feel 
that our buildings are mean in point of 
finish and costiy in point of structure, 
and I think that by the integration of 
the builder and his know-how into 
design, money could be saved in the 
bones of the structure which could be 
spent on finishing, with long-term benefit 
to the occupier.’

MR. WATES RAISES, of course, the ques- 
tion of the nominated or selected con- 
tractor—a course widely advocated 
which, nevertheless, does not appear to 
have made much progress, if answers 
given by the recent LMBA central area 
No. 1 ‘brains trust’ are accepted. The 
difficulty is, of course, how to assure 
clients (especially public authority 
clients) that they are getting a competi- 
tive price. Subsequent to the RIBA 
ceremony, Mr. Wates gave as an example 
of economic building the system by 
which the supporting structure of the 
tower crane is built-in to the framework 
and afterwards acts as a lift-shaft. This, 
he thinks, makes for big economies but 
depends on the building being designed 
to make allowance for special reinforced 
elements round the shaft, which points 
in turn to collaboration at the time of 
design. The problem is a knotty one, 


and the industry must find an answer if, 
in suitable cases, the builder is to be 
allowed to bring his special knowledge 
into construction. 


C and CA Garden Party

delightful research laboratories at Wex- 
ham Springs, near Slough, were the scene 
on June 22 of the annual garden party 
when the Association, headed by the 
chairman, Mr. E. Yetton and the direc- 
tor, the Hon. Leo Russell, entertained its 
friends. Several hundred distinguished 
architects and engineers were present, 
and were entertained by a string band 
and generous hospitality in a marquee 
which Mr. Robert Atkins would, no 
doubt, give his ears to transport to 
Regents Park. On display were the 
various sides of the Association’s impor- 
tant work in the development of the 
cement and reinforced concrete industry, 
where the visitor’s eye was especially 
taken by a display of precast concrete 
surface finishes and by a town garden 
designed by Miss Sylvia Crowe. Glorious 
weather offered no inducement to explore 
the house, but those who did could see 
an excellent photographic display of con- 
crete work in South America. 


Improved Housing 


IMPROVED HOUSING, new and old, is in the 
news, first at Dunkeld where the National 
Trust for Scotland is to show during the 
summer a house at The Cross, which it 
has restored, to demonstrate how effec- 
tively an old house can be made into a 
new home. And the Ministry of Housing 
has issued an attractive booklet ‘ New 
Houses in the Country ’ whose purpose is 
to show the ordinary man who wants a 
home in the country how to get it without 
ruining the countryside.

THE UNIVERSITY OF NOTTINGHAM is planning to meet the 
residential needs of an expected increase in the number 
of students from the present figure of 2,500 to 4,000 in 
1968. Five halls for men and one for women students 
have been approved which, with the existing halls, will 
provide residential accommodation for about 2,100 
students or a little over half the anticipated student 
population. Each of the five men’s halls will house 210 
students and the women’s hall 150 students. There will 
be separate Wardens’ houses, and suites for six resident 
dons, in each of the men’s halls. A Warden’s suite of 
rooms and four flats for women dons have been incor- 
porated within the women’s hall. Each hall has accom- 
modation for the necessary service staff. 

A portion of the University Park, about 60 acres in 
extent and bounded by Derby-road and Beeston-lane, 
has been set aside for the development. There will be 


a road through the site which will link up with the 
general interior road system of the University Park as 
a whole and will allow free access to other parts of the 
site from the new halls without having to use any part 
of Derby-road. The University District Heating Scheme 
will also be extended to the site and will thus obviate 
the need for local heating stations. Particular care has 
been exercised by all the architects to preserve the 
wooded character and the special attraction of the area. 
The quantity surveyors are Gleeds of Nottingham, and 
John Howitt and Son, F/ARIBA, are responsible for the 
road layout. 

All the halls have been designed on a courtyard 
principle plan, with staircase access to the study bed- 
rooms. The siting and relationship of each hall has been 
carefully worked out to allow singular identity in layout 
and finish.

A competition was sponsored in 1950 for the women’s 
hall of residence, but the winning scheme by Turley & 
Williamson was not proceeded with because of a change 
in University policy. The scheme has been revived in 
a modified form adapted to the new site and changed 
requirements, but the main architectural characteristics 
of the prize-winning design have been retained. The 
new scheme has been prepared by W. H. Williamson, 
FRIBA, with Sir Percy Thomas acting as_ consultant 
architect. Messrs. Gleeds are again the quantity 
surveyors. 

The new site lies south of the existing Florence 
Nightingale Hall and adjacent to the school of music. 
Owing to site restrictions and the need to conserve the 
open park-land in this area for future development, 
the blocks will be four and five storeys. Work on this 
scheme is expected to begin in March, 1962. 
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Confectionery Factory, Derby 
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THE NESTLE COMPANY required a new 
confectionery factory in the Midlands 
area of England, with access by road 
and rail to all main arteries, and in a 
locality where labour difficulties would 
not be encountered. After consider- 
able search the site at Mickleover, 
Derby, was purchased and plans were 
then prepared. 

The 10-acre site is of irregular shape 
and the planning of good road access, 
future rail siding, and economical use 
of the site proved to be the main prob- 
lems. These factors determined floor 
levels and the general outline of the 
building. 


Town planning required the main 
frontage to be set parallel with the road, 
which resulted in an oblique shaped 
plan to utilise the site to the utmost 
and to allow for future extensions. This 
has proved satisfactory in every respect 
for the working of the factory. A 
canteen has been positioned on the top 
floor over the office block.

The structure of the building is of 
reinforced concrete. The frame is brick 
cladded with Brockleys ‘ Park Royal’ 
facings on the main elevations. The 
remainder are London Brick Company 
‘Tuscon’ facings. The frontage has 
slender concrete sun-baffles to the 
offices and canteen windows. These 
fins were cast ‘in situ’ and special care 
given to ensure that true lines were 
achieved. 

Considerable attention had to be 
given to insulation. Several areas of the 
factory are air conditioned and windows 
in these areas have double glazing and 
the roofs are insulated with 2 in. vermi- 
culite and fibre board. 

The clients were against rendering or 
otherwise treating the concrete intern- 
ally, and all structural work is as left 
from the formwork. 

The building comprises 70,000 sq. ft. 
of floor area, finished in granolithic 
cement, laid by E. J. Elgood, with 
areas of industrial and other tiles.

Royal College of Physicians

THE SITE on which it is proposed to build the new headquarters 
of the Royal College of Physicians is at present occupied by 
Someries House, Albany-street, Wl. Someries House was de- 
signed by Nash, but so many additions have since been made 
to it that the Gorell Committee did not think it worthy of 
preservation and recommended that it should be demolished. 

Accommodation will be provided for the College library of 
historical books, lecture halls, committee rooms, assembly 
rooms, dining rooms, common rooms for the use of Members 
and Fellows, and offices for secretarial staff. 

The building will be four storeys high and is planned so 
that the principal rooms are grouped round a garden on the 
south side. A Collegiate character has been aimed at. The 
Albany-street elevation is conceived as ‘street architecture,’ 
great care has been taken to enhance the vista along St. 
Andrew’s-place and to preserve its present atmosphere of a 
pleasant backwater. Care has also been taken to provide a 
sensitive junction with the fine Nash houses at the end of 
St. Andrew’s-place and to maintain the scale of the adjoining 
buildings. 

The structure will be of reinforced concrete with upper floors 
and columns faced in ivory-coloured vitreous mosaic. The lower 
floors, main lecture hall and the rear part of the building along 
Albany-street will be faced with dark blue Baggeridge facing 
bricks. The colours of the facing materials have been chosen 
to identify and harmonise the building with the cream-painted 
stucco and slate roofs of the Nash terraces. 

The Censor’s room is to be lined with the original Spanish 
Oak panelling which was part of the building in Warwick-lane, 
designed for the College by Wren, and subsequently moved to 
the present College building, opened in 1825. The room is, in 
fact, symbolic of the long history of the College and has, there- 
fore, been placed at the heart of the new building. 

Running south from the entrance foyer towards St. Andrew’s- 
place is the main Lecture Hall, which will hold 300 people. 
The Hall will have a stepped floor to give a clear view of the 
lecturer’s demonstration table from all seats.

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most of the closed prison population in 
this country is currently and inadequately 
housed in Victorian buildings designed 
primarily for solitary confinement. At 
the turn of the century this concept of 
the function of imprisonment was aban- 
doned and it became necessary to pro- 
vide workshops, classrooms, gymnasia, 
libraries, visiting rooms, hospital accom- 
modation, and other amenities to meet 
the requirements of a more tolerant and 
humane society. This change of policy 
necessitated the construction of new 
buildings within existing prison com- 
pounds, drastic alterations to older build- 
ings, and various other makeshift arrange- 
ments. After fifty years this has resulted 
in grossly overcrowded conditions, totally 
unsuitable for constructive penal treat- 
ment. Mr. R. A. Butler, the Home Secre- 
tary, who sketched the future picture of 
Britain’s prisons in London on June 21, 
said: ‘I am determined to end the hor 
rifying practice under which 6,000 men 
are now sleeping three in a cell.’ 

The programme announced in the 
White Paper on ‘Penal Practice in a 
Changing Society,’ published in February 
last year, is now well under way and 
some 29 penal establishments are in 
various stages of development. This pro- 
gramme includes secure prisons, borstals, 
remand and observation centres, open 
prisons and detention centres. The esti- 
mated cost of these establishments, which 
represent only part of the ultimate pro- 
gramme, is in the region of £12m. The 
sum provided in the present financial year 
is £4m. A programme for the improve 
ment of old prison buildings is being con- 
sidered, but this, said Mr. Butler, would 
not be dealt with until the crime wave 
declined. He thought that Dartmoor 
would be the first on the list for recon- 
struction. 

Compact planning and the economic 
use of material will enable the provision 
of maximum prison space from available

funds and Mr. Butler seems confident that 
the extra accommodation now being pro- 
vided will soon overcome overcrowding 
and keep adequate pace with the present 
unrivalled crime wave. The development 
group set up by the government to under- 
take the prison building programme com- 
prises representatives of the Prison 
Commission, chairman Sir Lionel Fox, 
the Ministry of Works and the Treasury. 
The problem which confronted them was 
almost without precedent since, with the 
exception of Everthorpe, completed in 
1958, no major penal establishment had 
been built in England and Wales for 
nearly fifty years. They have produced 
a design which aside from being econo- 
mical in cost is convenient for prison staff 
and provides conditions necessary for 
present-day penal methods. 


Blundeston, a Prototype 


For the planning of new prisons it was 
considered that the whole of the accom- 
modation used regularly by prisoners 
should be arranged for free movement in 
conditions of security and adequate super- 
vision. Amenity units such as dining 
rooms, classrooms and gymnasia, are 
therefore contained within a central 
block or main group with secure access 
from connecting cell blocks. 

Buildings not connected with the main 
group are the hospital, the workshops and 
the administration block (which also in- 
cludes the reception and visiting rooms). 

The main group will therefore provide 
for all the activities which are carried on 
in a modern training prison outside the 
hours of work in the workshops, and 
their compact design will result in con- 
siderable economies in construction. It 
will have the effect of creating on a site 
which is comparatively small, large open 
areas within a_ restricted perimeter, 
resulting in a general impression of 
spaciousness, 

The administration block will form 
part of the surrounding wall of the prison 
and has been designed so that it is not 
necessary for visitors to pass through the 
large prison gate provided for vehicles. 
By placing this block at the front of the 
prison the depressing effect of the blank 
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building,

prison wall and gate is avoided: the visit 
ing rooms will be in a secure section of 
the administration block so that visitors 
will not need to enter the main prison. 

The new prisons will not be surrounded 
by a high wall. The security imposed by 
the main group of buildings will be much 
greater thy~ that of existing prisons, and 
a high wall is not necessary for security 
during the day time, when prisoners are 
under supervision. There will be a con 
crete wall 8 ft. high to provide privacy, 
and within this wall there will be a 12 ft. 
chain link fence surmounted by barbed 
wire to provide a barrier against sudden 
attempts at escape. 

The cell is no longer a place in which 
the prisoner will eat his meals and do his 
work; nor will he be locked in for long 
periods during the day. As a result of 
the better use of floor space and improve 
ments in the design of furniture the new 
cell, though smaller in size, will give the 
prisoner more space in which to move. A 
new and larger type of window will be 
used in which the security bars are in 
corporated in the frame of the window 
itself, thus making it possible to dispense 
with external bars. The security bars 
will be made of manganese steel, and the 
design of the window as a single unit will 
provide greater security than hitherto. 
The wall and floor fittings make use of 
modern materials which are economical 
in maintenance but give a better appear- 
ance. The cell is designed for 
tion by one prisoner only. 

As the cells in the new prisons will be 
used only as sleeping accommodation it 
is no longer necessary that they should 
be arranged in long wings, sometimes 
four or five storeys high, to be observed 
from the centre. The standard type of 
cell block will therefore consist of four 
storeys, of which the upper three provide 
accommodation for 76 men with a 
Sanitary annexe on floor. The 
ground floor is devoted to 
association offices for the staff 
and a sanitary annexe, including baths 
and showers. Most of the accommoda- 
tion is cellular, but provision is made for 
one dormitory in each block with its own 
Sanitary recess.

The 
general object is to produce a group of 
buildings which, while fully secure, do 
not have the depressing appearance of the 
traditional prison. Next to the security 
compound there will be 77 staff houses 
and a hostel for bachelor officers. 

The estimated cost of all the buildings 
contained within the perimeter of 
Blundeston Prison, including the 
administrative building, is about £4m. 
This represents a saving of about £40,000 
on the cost of Everthorpe Prison, despite 
the fact that the design of Blundeston 
includes additional association rooms and 
incorporates chapels and dining 
rooms. The final saving is estimated at 
15 per cent.

engineers and university teachers. 

An introductory note explained that 
the purpose of this appendix was to set 
out those statistics obtained in the course 
of the survey which were considered by 
the royal commission to be of less direct 
connection with their task but still of 
great interest in a study of remunera- 
tion and conditions of service in the 
major professions. It was strongly empha- 
sied that a full study of the material pub- 
lished in the main report of the commis- 


sion was a necessary preliminary to the 
correct interpretation of the statistics set 
out. The tables in the appendix, with the 
exception of that relating to graduates in 
industry, had all been produced from the 
results of the royal commission's postal 
questionnaire inquiry to individuals. 


Basis of Statistics 

All the figures of income:in the tables 
(except those for assistant general medi- 
cal practitioners) were those of earned 
income, whether Schedule D or Schedule 
E or both, as agreed with the Commis- 
sioners of Inland Revenue for income tax 
purposes for the fiscal year 1955-56. 

Of the 1,759 architects furnishing in- 
come in 1955-56, 60 were women. Fol- 
lowing are the tables in the White Paper:

The White Paper also stressed that 
care should be used in making overall 
comparisons between one profession and 
another, as they might differ in age dis- 
tribution, in the proportion of men and 
women, in geographical distribution, in 
the proportion of fee earners and so on. 


Surveyors’ Earnings 


The figures for surveyors, stated the 
White Paper, differed from those in most 
other professions in that the sample did 
not include those employed in any branch 
of the public service. About half of all 
chartered surveyors fell into this cate- 
gory. The results of the questionnaire 


inquiry were therefore not strictly com- 
parable with those available for all other 
professions. 

In order to obtain a means of compari- 
son, the Royal Commission obtained 
salary figures for all chartered surveyors 
employed in the Civil Services and by 
the LCC in 1955-56. The effect of adjust- 
ing the figures obtained in the question- 
naire inquiry to take account of salaries 
in the public service was set out in the 
main report. No adjustment had been 
made in the following tables. 

Of the 1.439 surveyors furnishing in- 
come in 1955-56, six were women. The 
tables are:

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Obituary 


T. Alwyn Lloyd, OBE, JP, FRIBA 
MR. THOMAS ALWYN LLOYD, whose death 
on holiday at Torquay on June 19 was 
reported in our last issue, was a founder 
member of the Town Planning Institute 
(of which he was President in 1933) and 
a town-planner and architect of inter- 
national reputation. Born in 1881, he 
was educated at Liverpool College and 
Liverpool] University and was assistant to 
Unwin at Hampstead Garden Suburb 
from 1907-12. Thereafter his _ profes- 
sional life was divided between the arts 
of architecture and planning. He was 
consulting architect to the Welsh Town 
Planning and Housing Trust for whom he 
designed many villages, besides much 
municipal housing, school and commer- 
cial building, latterly in partnership with 
Mr. Alex Gordon, ARIBA, who carries 
on the practice. 

As a town planner, he was joint author 
of the South Wales Outline Plan, 1947, 
and among many other committees he sat 
on that set up by Lord Reith in 1941-2 
for reconstruction. He did magnificent 
work for the preservation of rural Wales, 
of whose council he was chairman, and he 
was President of the South Wales Insti- 
tute of Architects in 1929-31. He was 
active also in the field of archaeology. 
‘Planning in Town and Country’ (1935) 
was among his publications. Mr. Lloyd, 
who was made OBE in 1958, was 
HonLLD (Wales), a Justice of the Peace, 
and held the Distinction in Town Plan- 
ning of the RIBA. 


Gilbert Ledward, OBE, RA 


WE REGRET to announce the death, which 
occurred on June 21, of Mr. Gilbert 
Ledward, OBE, RA, the architectural 
sculptor. He was 72. 

Probably the best known of his works 
in London is on the Guards’ Memorial 
near the Horse Guards Parade, for which 
he designed and executed the bronze 
figures and relief panels, the architectural 
part being the work of the late H. C. 
Bradshaw, FRIBA. One of the last com- 
missions he executed was a frieze depict- 
ing the peoples of Africa above the 
entrance of the new Barclays Bank DCO 
offices in Old Broad-street, London. 

Mr. Ledward’s training was orthodox. 
After studying at the Royal College of 
Art and the Royal Academy Schools he 
won, at the age of twenty-five, the double 
distinction of the Rome Scholarship in 
Sculpture of the British School at Rome, 
the first to be awarded, and the gold 
medal and travelling scholarship of the 
Royal Academy, and proceeded to Rome, 
where a close study of Italian art formed 
his style. 

For some years he was Professor of 
Sculpture at the Royal College of Art. 
In 1956-57 he was a trustee of the Royal 
Academy and from 1954 to 1956 he was 
president of the Royal Society of British 
Sculptors. In 1956 he was appointed

sir,—Since returning from the British 
Architects’ Conference in Manchester, I 
have been trying to arrive at a personal 
assessment of the value of this meeting. 
I think the first point is that this Con- 
ference was heralded by more publicity 
than ever before and its subject, that of 
urban renewal, was perhaps more impor- 
tant than that of the Oxford Conference 
and certainly of more universal interest. 
The RIBA had, in fact, done everything 
in its power to obtain the maximum pub- 
licity beforehand and maximum coverage 
of the Conference by the Press. The 
papers were circulated well beforehand 
and promised to provide first-rate start- 
ing-off points for discussion. 

I was under the impression that the 
Conference was divided into two parts 
with the intention that the first day we 
would discuss the papers and formulate 
certain positive lines which would be put 
forthrightly to the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary and the other visiting speakers on 
the second day. The first session of the 
Conference was largely wasted, first by 
the preambles and second by the 
speakers taking far too long in introduc- 
ing the papers. The session was from 
9.30 a.m. to 12.15 p.m.—2} hours. Of 
this, half an hour was taken up by the 
Lord Mayor's address, by the President’s 
inaugural address and the presentation 
of a bronze medal. The three speakers 
who were asked to introduce their papers 
and incidentally to talk for 45 minutes, 
in the end spoke for 110. Of the 
2} hours, 25 minutes only were left for 
discussion, and very few people took part 
in this. Im any case it is very difficult 
to get down to discussion in a large con- 
ference hall because everybody feels 
obliged to make a speech and therefore 
to throw in all the attendant formalities 
of the amateur public speaker. 

Apart from the fact that we must have 
more time for discussion, I feel that it 
would be more valuable if a conference 
of this type could break up into smaller 
study groups and discussion groups 
which could report back to the confer- 
ence either in writing or by speakers. 
Not enough use is made of the written 
word at conferences and I feel it should 
be possible to encourage members to 
write down their ideas so that anyone 
who had anything worthwhile to contri- 
bute would, in fact, be able to do so, 
while at the same time much that was 
irrelevant could be filtered out. There 
was a short study group’ between 
1.45 p.m. and 2.15 p.m. after the main 
meeting which was intended to crystal- 
lise ideas for the next day. This was 
terribly badly attended because anyone 
wishing to go on to the Garden Party 
had to catch a bus at 2.30 p.m. and even 
architects like to wash behind the ears 
before attending such a wholesome diver- 
sion. 

At the second session we had a long 
and, I thought, pretty evasive speech by

Sir Keith Joseph. It was a pity the 
Conference did not have a written verba- 
tim of his speech beforehand for if this 
had been the case I am sure there would 
have been more criticism of what seemed 
to me a fairly ‘ laissez-faire’ line on a 
situation which is getting quite desperate. 

The panel of speakers which followed 
and who answered questions prepared by 
the previous day’s study group did their 
best, but the way in which this part was 
arranged forced it to degenerate into a 
sort of ‘Any Questions’ with Mr. Basil 
Spence playing the part of Freddy Grise- 
wood. The profession was put in the 
position of asking questions of these 
visiting specialists whereas I think that 
this Conference was the time for us to he 
telling them, and in particular Sir Keith, 
what we think the planning policy should 
be. As with the previous day, there was 
little more than half an hour or so for 
general discussion, and the whole pro- 
ceedings were pretty inconclusive and, I 
think, irritated many of the members 
judging from the conversations I had in 
the interval. 

I believe it is time that the British 
Architects’ Conference had an entirely 
new facelift. I do not think it will be 
just good enough to allow more time for 
the serious side of the Conference and 
to leave things very much in the same 
form. I have in mind something on the 
lines of the CIAM Conferences, where 
policy discussions derived from definite 
projects and ideas presented by the teams 
of architects taking part. On a subject 
as important as urban renewal, a very 
strong case could be made for the 
RIBA sponsoring projects by teams of 
architects either as homework or paid 
work—preferably paid, as architects do 
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‘Know of a town-planning Welling- 
ton to deal with a Napoleon of free 
enterprise ?’ 


too much work for nothing these days. 
With definite visual material in front of 
them demonstrating ideas, people have 
fewer problems of definition, and are less 
likely to get lost or to hide in generali- 
ties. Everybody would be talking about 
the same thing. My group has contri- 
buted to CIAM Conferences although I 
have never, in fact, attended one, but I 
am well aware of the kind of sense of 
urgency and enthusiasm that they 
evoked. People used to sit up half the 
night typing out their thoughts for the 
next day rather than propping up the bar 
in the local hotel which tends to happen 
at an RIBA affair. What I am suggesting 
means a Conference where people would 
work or discuss the results of pro- 
grammed architectural research, and this 
could be used for the presentation of new 
ideas, or as a background against which 
to discuss political or administrative 
policy considerations. The Conference 
would cease to be a mid-week expense- 
paid holiday for the Borough Architects 
which is, I am afraid, largely what it is 
at the moment. 

There should be a social side to the 
Conference. What amazed me at Man- 
chester was that the social events were 
as unsuccessful as the Conference itself. 
Surely one ought to be able to run a Ball 
or a Garden Party and make it go! One 
of the problems here is that there is a 
usually a preponderance of men at the 
Conference Ball and architects’ wives had 
to be registered as members of the Con- 
ference, making it quite an expensive 
business to attend the Ball on its own. 
Consequently, the dance floor was very 
bare and the bar was well propped up. 
The answer here is to let tickets for the 
Ball be bought separately so that wives, 
etc., can come in for the one occasion, 
particularly if the Conference is held 
near a large centre of population like 
London. 

The RIBA Conference Committee 
should set up a study group to reconsider 
the organisation of the Conference itself 
and to ensure that the social events are 
first-rate occasions.

The superstructure is generally solid 
or cavity brickwork with London Stock 
facings, some of which have been used 
internally. Cranked steel joists carry the 
sanctuary roof, and precast concrete 
portal frames with transverse ties at 
foundation level are used for the large 
hall. Floors are solid concrete lightly 
reinforced. Floor finishes are wood 
block in the sanctuary and halls, and 
PVC in kitchen, cloaks, corridor, etc. 
The first floor of the caretaker’s flat and 
the clubroom, etc., is a floating timber 
floor on fibre glass. Walls generally have 
plaster finishes with acoustic plaster in 
the sanctuary and large hall. 

Ceilings are mostly suspended with 
Bowaters flame resistant insulation board 
and Armstrong’s Travestone acoustic 
tiles. 

Heating to the sanctuary is by infra- 
red heaters and quick return non-with- 
drawable electric floor warming. The 2 in. 
screed surrounding the PVC cable was 
laid on Jablite insulation. Heating in the 
large and small hall is by gas radiators, 
and in the vestries and parlour by fixed 
electric fires in surrounds designed by 
the architects. Carving was by Frank 
Mortimer Ltd. and Joseph Cribb. 

Colour has been introduced chiefly on 
the ceilings, blue with white joists in the 
main entrance vestibule, dark blue and 
white in the sanctuary, grey and white 
on the shaped ceiling and yellow boarded 
soffit over the windows in the hall.

THE PROPOSALS for an extension to the 
biochemistry department consist of a 
4-storey block 100 ft. long by 50 ft. 
wide. Owing to the limited area of 
land available to the university for ex- 
pansion, the new wing has been sited 
along the centre of a quadrangle court 
forming a T junction with the existing 
biochemistry department. It is conse- 
quently surrounded on all four sides by 
buildings which vary in architectural 
style. 

Each floor of the new wing has been 
planned to be complementary to that 
in the existing building, and the floor 
levels are made to correspond. This 
enables the lift, which is primarily for 
goods, to serve all floors and permits the 
wheeling of stores between the old and 
new wings. To achieve this, the Part I 
teaching laboratory has been placed on 
the ground floor which has the greatest 
ceiling height. 

The size of the large Part I teaching 
laboratory and the overall need for 


flexibility on the research floors, neces- 
sitated on these floors a clear span of 
48 ft. This is obtained by placing pre- 
cast concrete ‘T’ space frames at 
4 ft. 6 in. centres. The frames are 
2 ft. 9 in. deep over the centre section 
tapering to 1 ft. 3 in. at both ends. These 
are carried on edge beams between r.c. 
columns at 9 ft. centres. The floor will 
consist of reinforced slabs spanning 
between the space frames, with remov- 
able covers for access to the services 
which will be run within the depth of 
the space frames. 

The design of the elevations has 
resulted directly from the plan and 
structure coupled with the necessity of 
obtaining the best possible daylight 
factors within the building whilst pro- 
viding surfaces which would reflect the 
maximum light into the surrounding 
buildings. The columns, beams, and 
concrete cladding panels will be 
finished with white mineralite and 
various granite facings. 
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LCC Architectural 
Training Scheme 


Mr. Hubert Bennett Explains 


MISUNDERSTANDING has arisen in certain 
quarters concerning the precise nature of 
the recently announced LCC architectural 
training scheme. In an interview with a 
representative of ‘The Builder’ Mr. 
HUBERT BENNETT, FRIBA, architect to the 
council, and MR. MILES, the establishment 
officer, made it quite clear that the 
scheme was simply a revival of an earlier 
system of training architects, terminated 
in 1949, It is in no way a new departure, 
neither does it reflect a change of policy 
by the council in the recruitment of staff 
for its technical departments. 

The earlier scheme was limited to appli- 
cants already in the service of the LCC, 
and this limitation resulted in an unsatis- 
factory general standard, although, as Mr. 
Bennett stated in a recent letter (‘ The 
Builder’ of June 10), a number of very 
good architects were produced. The new 
scheme, which comes into operation for 
the 1960-61 session, has been modified to 
include any member of the general public 
who has the necessary qualifications. 

Both sexes are eligible and applicants 
should be below the age of 25 years on 
October 1 and must already have a 
General Certificate of Education in five 
subjects with at least two at advanced 
level. A third and most important re- 
quirement is ability in draughtsmanship. 
Selected candidates will be employed in 
the council’s service throughout the 
period of training, which in this case will 
be seven years, and will attend an ap- 
proved course of study at the Poly- 
technic, Regent-street, leading to the 
diploma in architecture of that school. 
On completion of the recognised period 
in practice and an examination in profes- 
sional practice conducted by the school, 
the student will finally attain associate 
membership of the RIBA. 


The Students’ Programme 

The trainees will attend evening classes 
for three days each week and in addition 
will be given one full day each week for 
study and for the preparation of studio 
work required as testimonies of study. 
Provided the trainee completes his train- 
ing and provided he completes two years’ 
service with the council after professional 
qualification, the council will bear the full 
cost. A signed undertaking to this effect 
will be required of each selected appli- 
cant. 

A nominal salary based on a fixed scale 
will be paid to each student who on 
attaining intermediate qualification will 
be appointed to the grade of temporary 
technical assistant with a reassessment 
of his salary. From then on the success- 
ful trainee will be considered for pro- 
motion to the permanent staff and his 
promotion to higher grades will be de- 
pendent upon his ability alone. 

The Polytechnic, Regent-street, has 
made available to the LCC a guaranteed 
twelve places each year, although the 
council are not committed to fill them or 
even to continue the scheme indefinitely. 
The scheme is thus restricted to twelve 
selected trainees each year and represents 


a very small proportion of their annual 
recruitment of technical staff; it will pro- 
vide only a small contribution to the 
council’s general policy of recruiting staff 
with suitable qualifications and of suffi- 
ciently high calibre. It is, however, a 
positive contribution towards the train- 
ing of architects generally. 

Mr. Bennett has said that the general 
standard of architects and assistants in 
the service of the LCC is extremely high; 
so much so that many local authorities 
have been known to solicit the employ- 
ment of architects known to be currently 
or even previously working in his depart-

THE PROPOSALS for an extension to the 
biochemistry department consist of a 
4-storey block 100 ft. long by 50 ft. 
wide. Owing to the limited area of 
land available to the university for ex 
pansion, the new wing has been sited 
along the centre of a quadrangle court 
forming a T junction with the existing 
biochemistry department. It is conse 
quently surrounded on all four sides by 
buildings which vary in architectural 
style. 

Each floor of the new wing has been 
planned to be complementary to that 
in the existing building, and the floor 
levels are made to correspond. This 
enables the lift, which is primarily for 
goods, to serve all floors and permits the 
wheeling of stores between the old and 
new wings. To achieve this, the Part I 
teaching laboratory has been placed on 
the ground floor which has the greatest 
ceiling height. 

The size of the large Part I teaching 
laboratory and the overall need for 


flexibility on the research floors, neces 
sitated on these floors a clear span of 
48 ft. This is obtained by placing pre 
cast concrete ‘T’ space frames at 
4 ft. 6 in. centres. The frames are 
2 ft. 9 in. deep over the centre section 
tapering to 1 ft. 3 in. at both ends. These 
are carried on edge beams between r.c 
columns at 9 ft. centres. The floor will 
consist of reinforced slabs spanning 
between the space frames, with remov 
able covers for access to the services 
which will be run within the depth of 
the space frames. 

The design of the elevations has 
resulted directly from the plan and 
structure coupled with the necessity of 
obtaining the best possible daylight 
factors within the building whilst pro 
viding surfaces which would reflect the 
maximum light into the surrounding 
buildings. The columns, beams, and 
concrete cladding panels will be 
finished with white mineralite and 
various granite facings.

These would all be linked by pedestrian 
shopping ways on the sea front and an 
elevated car-way and service road at the 
rear. 

A new idea is for all the shops at 
ground floor level to be ‘ double-fronted ' 

with frontages facing the sea for 
summer visitors and facing a _ central 
glass-covered arcade for out-of-season 
shopping.

More Work for Private Architects 
RIBA Analysis Shows Increase in First Quarter, 1960 


THE VALUE of new work commissioned of 
private architects in the first quarter of 
1960 reached a new high level, being one- 
third greater than in both the previous 
quarter and the corresponding quarter of 
1959. This seems to confirm the earlier 
indication of a seasonal influence in the 
flow of new work with a peak coming in 
the first quarter of the year. To what 
extent there will be a fall in new commis- 
sions in the second quarter of the year— 
or a cancellation or postponement of 
work also in the pipe-line—as a result of 
the Government measures in April to 
tighten credit, remains to be seen. 

The information about new commis- 
sions has been obtained from a quarterly 
survey of a sample of all private archi- 
tectural practices run by members of the 
RIBA. 

Table 1 gives the results of the first 
quarter 1960 compared with the four 
quarters of 1959. 

Commissions for new buildings for 
public authorities showed the biggest pro-

work; for example, architects in London 
may be commissioned for work in other 
parts of the country, but all their work 
is included in the figure for the London 
and Middlesex region. Separate figures 
are shown this time for Scotland (by 
special request of the Minister of Works). 
The figures for Wales are included in the 
total for Great Britain but are not shown 
separately, because the small number of 
practices covered in the sample subject 
the results to a wide margin of error. 

In all regions the value of new commis- 
sions in the first quarter of 1960 was 
higher than in the previous quarter and 
the corresponding quarter of 1959. The 
Midlands region and the Home Counties 
showed the largest increases compared 
with a year earlier. Compared with the 
fourth quarter of 1959 the value of new 
commissions coming to architects in the 
Home Counties was more than doubled. 

Architects in the South West region 
fared less well than those in other regions 
of England, showing only a small increase

portionate increase, being twice the level 
of a year earlier (see Table 2). The value 
of new hospital building commissioned in 
the first quarter of 1960 was four times 
the level in the first quarter of 1959, re- 
flecting the impetus that has been given 
in recent months by the Government to 
the hospitals building programme. 

New commissions for educational 
buildings were more than twice the level 
in the first quarter of 1959, while those 
for other buildings for local authorities 
also showed a substantial increase. 

New work for private owners and 
developers came in at a rather more 
modest rate, with an increase of 17 per 
cent compared with a year earlier. Com- 
missions for offices and banks showed a 
drop compared with the previous quarter 
to about the same level in the first quarter 
of 1959, while those for other commercial 
buildings were 23 per cent less than a 
year earlier. Industrial buildings did not 
show any marked change, new commis- 
sions remaining at about the same level as 
in the previous quarter although 17 per 
cent greater than a year earlier. Private 
housing on the other hand continued to 
show an increase, being nearly half as 
much again as in the previous quarter 
and 40 per cent greater than a year 
earlier. 


Regional Analysis 


Table 3 shows how the new work com- 
missioned of private architects was 
distributed according to the regional 
location of the architect's office. These 
figures do not necessarily relate to the 
actual location of the proposed building

of 6 per cent compared with the previous 
quarter. New commissions coming to 
architects in Scotland were actually less 
than in the previous quarter, although 
greater than in the first quarter of 1959. 


Increase in Practices 

Firms participating in the survey pro- 
vided up-to-date figures of the staff 
employed by them at the end of 1959, 
from which an estimate has been made of 
the total architectural staff working in 
private practice at that time. The total 
number of private practices now 
approaches 3,100, an increase of 4 per 
cent over the number in practice in the 
middle of 1958. 

These practices were employing an 
architectural staff of more than 15,000, 
an increase also of 4 per cent. These 
practices are having to cope with a 
volume of work which has increased at 
a considerably faster rate. Many of them 
would like to take on additional assistants 
but the shortage of these is almost 
universally felt. The RIBA Appointments 
Department have on their books 
vacancies for over 300 assistants for 
private practices in London and the sur- 
rounding counties. 

There is thus a limited capacity at 
present for the quick expansion of archi- 
tects’ offices to meet the substantial in- 
crease in demand for new buildings that 
has taken place in recent months. This 
will tend to act as a brake on the progress 
of the work through the design stage, 
and thus to regulate to more moderate 
proportions the increase in the flow of 
work from the architect to the contractor.

News from the RIBA 


Council Approves Constitutional Committee’s Report 


THE COUNCIL of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, meeting on June 21, 
approved the Final Report of the Con- 
stitutional Committee. The report will 
be published in the middle of July. This 
was announced at the Press conference 
held at the RIBA on June 22, at which 
the retiring President, Mr. Basil Spence, 
knight-designate, took the chair. Other 
items of news made known were: 

British Architects’ Conference, Man- 
chester.—The Council approved a sug- 
gestion that a booklet be prepared to 
serve aS a permanent record of the recent 
conference. The booklet would contain 
the papers (or summaries of the papers) 
and discussion, with other relevant items. 
A small group is to be given the task of 
compiling the booklet. 

Subscriptions to the Architects’ Bene- 
volent Society.—On the initiative of the 
President and at the Council’s request, 
the Finance and House Committee have 
made a study of present sources of income 
available to the ABS and of possible ex- 
pedients for increasing the income. 

The ABS has about £7,000 to distribute 
annually, of which some £3,000 is derived 
from members’ subscriptions. Mr. Spence 
said he would like to see the figure of 
£7,000 doubled. 

The proposal most seriously considered 
was to raise RIBA membership subscrip- 
tions by, say, 5s., the addition being paid 
over to the ABS and members having the 
right to contract out. This was rejected 
for various reasons, and the Committee 
concluded that the following are the most 
practicable ways of helping: 

(a) A letter to be sent personally by 
the Secretary to each County, City and 
Borough Architect and to the senior 
partner of every private office employ- 
ing over ten members, asking each to 
appoint a local collector to make regu- 
lar collections and keep in direct touch 
with the Secretary, ABS. 

(b) The institute to provide address- 
ing facilities and pay the postage on a 
letter of appeal from the ABS to be sent 
individually to every member in the 
United Kingdom enclosing with it a 
form of Banker's Order for regular 
subscriptions to the ABS. 

(c) The notice of subscription to 
newly elected members to be so 
amended as to encourage them to in- 
clude a sum, or sign a Banker’s Order, 
for the ABS. 

The committee’s report was unani- 
mously accepted by the Council. 

Christmas Holiday Lectures, Session, 
1960-61.—-The Council approved the 
Public Relations Committee’s recom- 
mendation that Mr. Eric Lyons be invited 
to give this Session’s lectures. 

Research into the nature and role of 
professional associations.—Post-graduate 
research into the nature and role of the 
professional association in England and 
Wales is being carried out at the London 
School of Economics under the guidance 
of Dr. Tropp, lecturer in Sociology. 
Investigations are being made, by means 
of a postal questionnaire, into the acti- 


vity and attitudes of members of associa- 
tions, of which it is hoped that the RIBA 
will be one. The cost of the surveys 
will be met by a grant from the Univer- 
sity Grants Committee. 

The objects of the survey include: (a) 
To determine the activity of members 
within the association (attendance at 
meetings, participating in voting, reader- 
ship of the Journal, etc.); (b) to deter- 
mine the attitude of members towards the 
purposes of the association (e.g., what 
makes membership worthwhile, is there 
anything wrong with the association?). 

The Council decided to support this 
survey, which could provide information 
that would be of value at no cost to the 
institute. The results will be made avail- 
able in full to the RIBA, which will also 
have the opportunity of modifying the 
questionnaire. 

RIBA grant to the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England for financ- 
ing the Co-ordination of Panels Commit- 
tee.—The Council agreed to increase the 
RIBA grant to £300 a year. 

Appointment of Technical Information 
Officer—Last March the Council au- 
thorised the Technical Information Com- 
mittee to recruit a Technical Informa- 
tion Officer on the scale of £1,250 x £50 
to £2,000. The Council approved the 
appointment of Mr. Maurice Goldring, 
who is at present at the Ministry of Edu- 
cation. Mr. Goldring is aged 31 and was 
educated at Whitgift School, Croydon. 
From 1949-1951 he attended the Depart- 
ment of Architecture, Kingston School of 
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Art and from 1955-1958 he was on the 
Course in Industrialised Building at the 
Hochschule fiir Gestaltung at Ulm in 
Southern Germany.

Review of the Year 

In a review of the Institute’s activities 
during the year. PROFESSOR ALLEN said 
the Education Committee had been re- 
sponsible for the various examinations 
which, in addition to London and Glas- 
gow, had been held in many overseas 
countries. The Committee was reviewing 
the examination syllabus and expected to 
report to the Council before the end of 
the year with a number of recommenda- 
tions. 

The Degree Course of the University of 
Melbourne had been approved during the 
vear for exemption from the final 
examination and also the new course at 
the Edinburgh College of Art. An appli- 
cation for recognition had been received 
from the School of Planning of the Bir- 
mingham College of Art and Crafts and 
the Visiting Board was proposing to visit 
this school and that at the Edinburgh Col- 
lege of Art in the autumn. 

The future of the Town Planning Joint 
Examination Board had been discussed 
by the Board, and it appeared that all 
were agreed that it had served a most 
useful purpose over a long period of 
vears and could now be discontinued. 
The Board had communicated this view 
to the constituent bodies and those from 
whom replies had been received had indi- 
cated that they agreed that the Board 
should be dissolved. 

Representations had been made to the 
Minister of Transport with a view to 
chartered planners being invited to serve 
on study groups relating to urban motor- 
ways, and a communication on this sub- 
ject had also been addressed to the chair- 
man of the committees for the conurba- 
tions concerned. 

A special committee had been set up 
to investigate and report on the whole 
question of recruitment in the profession. 


Tribute to Retiring Secretary 


Opportunity was taken at the end of 
the meeting of paying tribute to the ster- 
ling work of Mr. Alfred Potter who was 
attending his last annual general meet- 
ing, and has now retired after 46 years as 
Secretary. 

Recalling Mr. Potter’s long services to 
the Institute, MR. S. L. G. BEAUFOY said 
he had been Secretary during the whole 
length of the Institute's life. Since 1914. 
when the Institute was formed, its mem-~ 
bership had grown from 64 to over 4,000. 
In fact. Mr. Potter was inextricably 
woven in the fabric of the Institute’s his- 
tory. Mr. Potter had made an immeasur- 
able contribution to their profession and 
he left them with all their good wishes 
and the wishes of hundreds and thou- 
sands of members all over the globe. 
Wherever the Institute’s interests had 
been concerned, they had found in Mr. 
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Potter tremendous shrewdness and an in- 
vincible determination always to get the 
best for the Institute. 


Mr. Beaufoy moved a formal resolution 
recording the Institute’s deep apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Potter’s work. 


MR. W. BURNS, AMICE, seconding the 
resolution, spoke of Mr. Potter’s friend- 
liness particularly to the younger mem- 
bers over the years. 


Acknowledging the tributes paid him, 
MR. POTTER Said it would be a great 
wrench to give up the work he had loved. 
He recalled that he was the only officer 
appointed by the Institute for 30 years. 
He received a fee and employed whom he 
liked. He spoke appreciatively of the 
loyalty and good work of his staff, without 
whom he certainly could not have done 
all that had been achieved. 


Mr. Potter wished his successor, Mr. 
P. R. Rathbone, every success and said 
he was sure he would serve the Institute 
well. ‘If you support him as you have 
supported me,’ Mr. Potter concluded, ‘ he 
will be the happiest man in the world.’ 


Bank Design in Chichester 


Developers ‘Despair of Reaching Agreement’ 


TWO-AND-A-HALF YEARS AGO, Barclays 
Bank vacated their East-street, 
Chichester, premises and moved to tem- 
porary offices pending the demolition of 
the old bank and the building of a new 
one on the same site. 

What has happened in those two-and-a- 
half years was told to a planning inquiry 
at Chichester by SIR MILNER HOLLAND, QC, 
representing Barclays Bank. All that 
time, he said, the Bank had been trying 
to get the agreement of the City Council’s 
Planning Committee to a new building, 
and now they had reached the stage 
where they despaired of ever doing so. 

Referring to the fact that this was the 
second planning inquiry, Sir Milner said 
he suspected that, because the Planning 
Committee had lost the day at the first 
inquiry, it was now being ‘a tiny bit 
obstructive.” The London architect, Mr. 
William Lloyd, said Sir Milner, had 
designed the new bank which the plan- 
ners were rejecting on the grounds that 
it was ‘ too unneighbourly, too large, too 
heavy, and too cluttered with detail.’ 

‘Responsible persons like one of the 
big banks,’ he continued, ‘ought to be 
entitled to engage a first-class architect 
and expect his plans to be accepted unless 
they conflict in some major way with the 
locality. But this is not such a case. 
It is a case in which the Minister, as 
the result of the first inquiry, suggested 
certain modifications to the plans before 
him at that time. New plans have been 
produced by the bank, and every sugges- 
tion made by the Minister has been acted 
upon. Now, the planning authority is 
arguing over the ornamentation of doors, 
and copings over the windows, and other 
such trivial matters which are not its 
proper function.’ 

MR. WILLIAM LLOYD, MBE, MA, FRIBA, the 
architect, of Curtis Green, Son & Lloyd, 
who told the inquiry he had designed a 


large number of banks for Barclays and 
had been engaged on many important 
projects, such as the British Embassy in 
Washington and the restoration of the 
Church of St. Clement Dane, said he 
could not see why the building he had 
designed in this case was not acceptable 
to the planning authority. 

He did not agree with Mr. T. H. John- 
ston, the deputy clerk to the City 
Council, that the building was designed 
to be prominent—to ‘ stick out like a sore 
thumb.’ 

MR. DOUGLAS CLAYTON, chief architect 
in the County Planning Department, said 
the faults which the Minister found with 
the first plan were still as evident in 
the new one. The planning authority 
had gone out of its way to explain its 
point of view but it had not been heeded. 
The bank appeared to have taken no 
notice of the Minister’s opinion. 

In an effort to be absolutely fair to 
the bank, the planners had consulted the 
Georgian Group, who had suggested 
modifications, and they had decided, in 
an effort to end the matter, to accept 
the building if the Group’s modifications 
were carried out. The bank, however, 
was not prepared to accept them. 

The Minister's decision will be 
announced later. 


BISRA Annual Report 


THE, ANNUAL REPORT for 1959 of the 
British Iron and Steel Research Associa- 
tion states that the Association now holds 
205 British and overseas patents, with a 
further 237 applications pending. Forty- 
one licences involving many of these have 
already been granted. During the year 
under review the advisory steel user ser- 
vice dealt with 1,754 technical inquiries. 
The Association’s income for 1959 was 
£929,597, an increase of £114,578. 





Government Brake on Capital 
Expenditure 


Some Implications for the Building Industry 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT by the Government 
that public capital expenditure in 1961-62 
will be pegged at the level of the current 
financial year was a decision in principle, 
and its repercussions on the various 
Government, nationalised industry and 
local authority building programmes will 
not become known for some weeks, pos- 
sibly months. The Government are 
anxious that no alarmist fears should 
spread. However, in one way and 
another the building industry will have a 
considerable interest in what looks like 
becoming a political issue of some mag: 
nitude, for the Opposition at Westminster 
have a few forthright ideas on which 
building, if any, should be cut. 

‘The Economic Survey, 1960,’ pub- 
lished just before the Budget, stated that 
in 1960-61 public investment was likely 
to be about £1,675m., or six per cent 
higher than in 1959-60. The survey also 
forecast that expenditure on housing by 
local authorities was likely to rise by 
about £20m. and all other public invest- 
ment by about £75m. 

The statement in the Commons by Mr. 
Heathcoat Amory, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, gave no indication of any pro- 
jects that would have either to be delayed 
or abandoned, so at the moment it can 
only be supposed that the Minister of 
Power’s description of * retarded accelera- 
tion ’ when he made his announcement on 
the nuclear power programme will also fit 
the future plans in other spheres. 


A Counter to Inflation 


The Government decision came after 
meetings of the Cabinet in which non- 
Cabinet Ministers who head spending 
departments joined. They included the 
Postmaster-General, the Minister of 
Health and the Minister of Power. This 
restraining hand has been placed on the 
public sector as a measure against infla- 
tion to reduce demand on resources at 
home. 

In the weeks ahead Ministers will be 
busy discussing with the Chancellor 
their capital programmes for the next 
financial year. The following are some 
of the figures of public expenditure for 
1960-61: National Coal Board, £120m:: 
Electricity Council, £285m.; British 
Transport Commission, £200m.; roads, 
£92m.; Post Office, £9lm.: housing, 
England and Wales, £241m.: housing, 
Scotland, £44m.; water, £33m.: sewerage, 
£42m.; Gas Council, £53m.; education, 
£108m.; University Grant Committee, 
£24m.; hospitals, £31m. 

It does not necessarily follow 
these figures will all remain unaltered. 
for within the total there is room for 
adjustment by slowing down some pro- 
grammes and accelerating others. The 
Cabinet will have to sort out and decide 
the priorities. For instance. there is 
bound to be pressure to try and increase 
the roads programme, while that for hos- 


that 


pitals has reached a stage where it is not 
quite really under way. 


Effects on Roads Programme 


Those who have been’ pressing for 
more roads would be disappointed if 
their calls were not heeded and this latest 
announcement has given added signifi- 
cance to the Ministry of Transport’s 
study into the possibility of introducing 
tolls to help pay for some new road 
building. This inquiry is part of the 
initial planning of motorways which have 
not yet been scheduled. The idea has 
been mooted, too, that the Minister 
might like to divert some of the capital 
planned for modernising the railways to 
improving the road system. 

By making the statement now there 
will be good time for Ministers to pre- 
pare their Estimates for 1961-62 on the 
basis of keeping total expenditure steady. 
Not until early next session will a much 
more accurate picture emerge, and it is 
expected that MPs, following their 
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demands during the current session, will 
have more opportunity to debate future 
expenditure and the priorities that they 
would prefer to be set. They want more 
say before, not after, the Estimates have 
been framed. 

Part of the Opposition’s line of action 
became apparent in questions. to Mr. 
Amory. Mr. Harold Wilson vigorously 
alluded to the high cost of land and what 
he labelled luxury building. He was only 
re-echoing a recent week-end speech by 
Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, Leader of the 
Opposition, who had called rocketing 
land prices ‘a major scandal.’ But more 
will be heard of this if the House debates 
the economic situation, as it surely must, 
before it breaks up for the long summer 
recess at the end of July. 

Government supporters in the House 
are in the main satisfied with the 
announcement, for there have been signs 
in the last few months that many of 
them are worried about the rising Gov- 
ernment expenditure and the growing 
capital programmes of the nationalised 
industries. A group of them have been 
calling noisily for greater control and 
closer scrutiny by the House of Com- 
mons and they look like getting their 
way. All this goes to suggest intense 
financial discussion at Westminster for 
the remainder of 1960.

Architects Criticised 
‘ Aloof and Unco-operative’ Allegation 


ALD. W. M. HYMAN, chairman of the West 
Riding County Council and former chair- 
man of the county’s education committee, 
in his foreword to a description of the 
work of the West Riding county archi- 
tect’s department published in the journal 
of the West Yorkshire Society of Archi- 
tects fires a broadside at architects, and 
says he * has been shocked too often.’ He 
goes on, ‘I have on the whole found 
architects aloof and somewhat unco- 
operative. They were unwilling to accept 
suggestions from members of the council 
committee although the members have 
been in this for 20 to 40 years, and in any 
case, we are the clients.’ 

Some of Ald. Hyman’s comments are: 
New Schools. ‘What gives me the jitters 


when I arrive at the opening of a school 
is to see an uninteresting oblong box sub- 
divided vertically and horizontally into 
small boxes, plus corridors.’ Foyers and 
entrances to schools or police stations. 
‘They can be so imaginative; why is it 
more often they are so dreadfully dull?’ 
School Halls. ‘We have so many halls 
worth looking at and sitting in, but so 
many that are just boxes with windows.’ 

Commenting on the remarks of Mr. 
Hyman, one of the joint editors of the 
journal MR. DEREK S. BOTTOMLEY Said that 
the decision to feature the WRCC archi- 
tect’s Department was taken about four 
months ago. They might not agree with 
Ald. Hyman’s views but they felt he was 
at liberty to air them.

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The Week in Parliament

Slowing Down of Nuclear 
Power Programme 


THE SLOWING DOWN of the nuclear power 
programme, as briefly reported in our last 
issue, was announced by MR. RICHARD 
woop, Minister of Power, in a White 
Paper presented to Parliament on June 
20, the day MPs reassembled after the 
Whitsun recess. The reduction in ex- 
penditure on nuclear stations by the end 
of 1966 will be £120m. but the net saving 
will be about £90m. because more will be 
spent on new coal-fired power stations 
and extensions to existing conventional 
stations. 

The revised nuclear programme of 
March, 1957, would have provided 5,000 
to 6,000 megawatts of nuclear power by 
the end of 1966. This latest revision 
means that 4,500 megawatts will come 
from nuclear energy by that time and the 
target of 5,000 megawatts will now be 
reached in 1968. 

Five nuclear power stations are at 
present being built. They are at Berkeley 
(Gloucestershire), Bradwell (Essex), 
Hinkley Point (Somerset), Trawsfynydd 
(Merionethshire) and Hunterston (Ayr- 
shire). Tenders are being considered for 
Dungeness (Kent) and Sizewell (Suffolk). 
An application for a site at Oldbury 
(Gloucestershire) is under consideration. 

The White Paper pointed out that the 
five stations would come into operation 
in 1961 and all seven should be in opera- 
tion by 1966. They had a total output 
capacity of approximately 3,000 mega- 
watts and to reach a total capacity of 
5,000 to 6,000 megawatts by the end of 
1966 it would be necessary for the elec- 
tricity authorities to place exceptionally 
large orders for nuclear capacity during 
the next two years for commissioning in 
1965 and 1966. 

Discussing comparative costs of 
nuclear and conventional power, the 
White Paper said that although the cost 
of electricity. from the first nuclear 
stations to be commissioned next year 
would be rather higher than earlier esti- 
mates, the costs of later stations were 
following closely the downward trend 
foreseen in 1957. What was not then 
foreseen was the extent of the fall which 
had also taken place in the costs of con- 
ventional power from new stations. 

Adds the White Paper.—' In the long 
run we shall therefore need increasing 
supplies of nuclear power. In about 10 
years’ time it should be cheaper to 
generate base load in nuclear stations 
than in conventional stations provided 
that we achieve the technological pro- 
gress that is expected. To secure this we 
must continue to build nuclear stations 
on an adequate scale. 

‘In these circumstances the Govern- 
ment have decided, in agreement with 
the authorities concerned, that the 
national interest will best be served by 
continuing, for the time being, to place 
orders for nuclear stations at the rate of 
roughly one every year. The capacity of 
individual stations is likely to increase 


so the effect of this decision should be a 
steadily rising rate of nuclear commis- 
sioning which should give the country 
about 5,000 megawatts of capacity in 
1968.’ 

Turning to capital cost, the White 
Paper states that compared with the 1957 
programme and after allowing for more 
conventional stations, it was estimated 
that this rate of ordering would reduce 
by £90m. the cost of power stations to 
be commissioned during the next seven 
years. There would however, be some 
loss to the Atomic Energy Authority. 


*.* At a Press conference the same day 
MR, RICHARD WOOD said he was convinced the 
programme was adequate for the health of 
the consortia which had been formed to 
build nuclear power stations. This was one 
of the most important considerations in 
their mind but it was essential not only from 
the point of view of exports but also for 
the future of nuclear power development 
that they should be kept active so that they 
would be able te take advantage of the ex- 
pansion when it came. It seemed to him 
that if there were five or six stations in 
various stages of development at any given 
—_ the existing consortia would kept 

usy. 


Money for Historic 
Buildings 
THE Minister of Works, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
was questioned in the Commons on June 
21 about the annual reports of the His- 
toric Buildings Councils for England and 
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Wales (detailed in ‘ The Builder’ of June 
3). MRS. BARBARA CASTLE, for the Opposi- 
tion, referred to the criticisms in the 
reports about the inadequacy of the funds 
made available for the repair and main- 
tenance of buildings of outstanding his- 
torical and architectural interest, and 
wanted to know what steps the Minister 
intended to take to meet these criticisms. 


When LORD JOHN HOPE replied that he 
was considering the Councils’ remarks in 
consultation with the Treasury, MRS. 
CASTLE contended that the Minister’s 
parsimony to date had resulted in the 
signing of the death warrant of fine 
buildings. Was it not intolerable that 
retrenchment on the preservation of 
beauty should become one of the hall- 
marks of the affluent society? Would he 
not, therefore, at least restore the 334 
per cent which was cut from expenditure 
of this kind? THE MINISTER said that as 
well as the Councils’ remarks, he would 
consider Mrs. Castle’s as well. 


MR. JOHN DUGDALE said it was most un- 
fortunate that at a time when this country 
had never had it so good there should be 
so many buildings falling into decay for 
lack of adequate funds (here MR. ELLIS 
SMITH interjected, ‘ Especially workers’ 
houses ’), including some workers’ houses 
which were of historic interest and 
beauty. Would not the Minister con- 
sider giving greater help so that these 
buildings might be preserved? 

LORD JOHN HOPE Said those observations 
lent themselves to some very tempting 
forms of riposte on which he would leave 
Mr. Dugdale to reflect in_ silence.

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VISCOUNT HINCHINGBROOKE wondered if 
there was any chance that if the House 
refused an increase in the Ministry of 
Works Vote for this purpose the Minister 
would report to the Chancellor so that 
the latter could reduce taxation to enable 
owners to keep the houses in repair. 

MR. A. WOODBURN Said that while the 
Historic Buildings Councils appreciated 
the considerate and tactful way in which 
the Minister had approached this prob- 
lem, two large problems had arisen in 
Scotland and England which had taken 
most of the funds for one year, making 
the job of dealing with the smaller items 
a little more difficult. This was some- 
thing quite outside what was originally 
contemplated in the amount of money 
granted. Would he ask the Chancellor if 
something could be done for these ex- 
ceptional cases to relieve the councils of 
the large obligation involved? 

LORD JOHN HOPE said he would see that 
Mr. Woodburn’s remarks were borne in 
mind when they were considering this 
matter. 


Tall Buildings Near Hyde 
Park 


QUESTIONED about the proposed new hotel 
in Park-lane, EARL WALDEGRAVE, who 
speaks for the Government on Housing 
and Local Government matters in the 
House of Lords, stated on June 21 that 
the Royal Fine Art Commission were 
critical of allowing high buildings on the 
edge of the London Parks and for this 
reason were opposed to both the original 
and revised scheme. ‘ The Government,’ 
he added, ‘ while fully sharing their view 
that a continuous cliff of high buildings 
round the parks must be avoided, cannot 
accept the view that individual high 
buildings properly spaced from one 
another should not be allowed.’ 

LORD AMULREE wondered whether the 
Government had studied what the RFAC 
had said, namely, that if such buildings 
were put up around the park the rural 
aspect would be destroyed. Did not the 
Government think some notice should 
have been taken of what the Commission 
said? 

EARL HOWE asked whether it was not 
far better to have a building erected as 
a sort of tower with plenty of room for 
air circulation round it, than a very big 
block which did not allow for that at all. 
He merely said that because he happened 
to live near it and hoped the Minister’s 
approval would be upheld. 

EARL WALDEGRAVE replied that the 
Minister did not accept the Commission’s 
proposition that there should be no high 
buildings round the park. Mr. Brooke 
considered that proper buildings, properly 
spaced, were and must be acceptable. 
He (Earl Waldegrave) would agree with 
Earl Howe that if there were proper 
building the air circulation around a 
narrower building might be better than 
that round a squat building. He thought 
that that was probably so. 

LORD MOTTISTONE asked: ‘In view of 
the grave public dismay as to what has 
already been allowed and now threatens, 
to the detriment of the London parks, 
will the Government enunciate a policy 
to define the encompassing skyline for 


the guidance of these developers and of 
the local authority?’ 

When EARL HOWE queried if Lord 
Mottistone was talking about the 
Bowater building, LORD MOTTISTONE said 
he was talking about the whole idea of 
enclosing the park with high buildings, 
whether they were widely spaced or close 
together. The whole point was that he, 
and surely the Government also, felt that 
the park ought to be a rural area, not 
overtopped by high buildings. 

EARL WALDEGRAVE thought that as in all 
matters this had to be a matter of com- 
promise. The Minister took the view 
that the analogy of Hyde Park and Cen- 
tral Park was not accurate and he and the 
local planning authorities would secure 
that there was not a cliff of continuous 
high buildings round the parks and in the 
open spaces in the centre of London. 
Provided that that evil—because it would 
be an evil—did not take place, the 
Minister felt that properly designed 
buildings, properly placed and spaced 
were and must be acceptable in this 
modern age. 

There were cheers when LORD MAN- 
CROFT Observed: ‘Does not this and 
similar controversy suggest that the time 
has come for a complete overhaul of the 
whole of our planning procedure, a pro- 
cedure which may have sufficed for the 
day and needs directly after the war, but 
which is now clearly insufficient for 
modern requirements?’ 

To this EARL WALDEGRAVE Said he could 
not, without notice, express an opinion, 
but Mr. Brooke would take note of every- 
thing that had been said. 

VISCOUNT ALEXANDER OF HILLSBOROUGH, 
Leader of the Opposition in the House of 
Lords, closed the exchange by comment- 
ing that if there was going to be any 
overhaul they might perhaps overhaul the 
Royal Fine Art Commission as well. 


National Federation 
Half-Yearly Meeting Programme

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Brick Investigation 
Refused 


MR. DODDS asked the Minister of Works 
on June 21 to have an investigation made 
into the brick situation ‘in view of the 
long-standing shortages of bricks that 
there have been for some considerable 
time, which are hampering the building 
trade.’ 

Replied LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘No. I am 
keeping in close touch with suppliers and 
users and the manufacturing industry is 
making great efforts to meet the high 
demand. Deliveries so far this year have 
been a post-war record.’ 

MR. DODDS said it was estimated that 
8,000m. bricks were required this year 
and that brick production would be no- 
where near that figure. Was the Minister 
also aware that many builders said that 
even by placing orders now they could 
not get bricks before November and De- 
cember unless they paid black market 
prices? Would not the Minister have an 
investigation to find out the facts before 
it was too late? 

MRS. BARBARA CASTLE commented that 
the Minister had given another compla- 
cent reply. Was not it his Ministerial 
duty to see that the supply of bricks was 
adequate? Was it not wrong of him to 
hand over responsibility for discharging 
that duty to the brick-making industry, 
which was reaping record profits out of 
the shortage? 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘I do not know 
whether or not it is reaping record profits, 
but it is producing a record number of 
bricks. That is a matter for pleasure, I 
am sure, to Opposition MPs, just as it is 
to me and Government supporters.’ 

In a written reply, LORD JOHN HOPE told 
MR. MCINNES that he was not aware of 
any current shortages of bricks in Scot- 
land. Deliveries this year had been at 
a very high level and stocks had risen, 
but he was always ready to look at any 
specific difficulties drawn to his attention.

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their purpose was to ensure that their 
policies were adapted to changing cir- 
cumstances. A number of steps had 
already been taken to restrain the growth 
of credit and the measures announced 
that morning (raising Bank rate to 6 per 
cent and the doubling by the clearing 
banks of their special deposits at the 
Bank of England thus ‘ freezing’ another 
£73m.) were intended to reinforce these 
steps. 

He went on: ‘At the same time the 
Government have been reviewing the 
level of capital expenditure in the public 
sector. The increased rate of expenditure 
in this field is now beginning to diminish 
although there will be small increases in 
the next two quarters of this financial 
year. But the Government are arranging 
that the programme of investment in the 
public sector for 1961-62 will be held at 
the level of the current programme for 
the present financial year.’ 

He explained that the object of the 
steps which he had taken was to maintain 
the economy in balance and keep off 
inflation. The economy today in general 
was in a very healthy state and he meant 
to do his best to keep it so. 

MR. RIDSDALE said that the Chancellor’s 
statement that the level of public ex- 
penditure would be restrained in the 
coming year would be much welcomed 
by many people. Many believed the rise 
in Bank rate would not have been neces- 
sary if the Chancellor had been able to 
restrain Government expenditure this 
year. 

MR. HAROLD WILSON, the ‘ Shadow 
Chancellor,’ said the Opposition’s com- 
plaint was that by failing to control the 
excrescences of private expenditure, par- 
ticularly some of the private luxury build- 
ing, speculation in land and the rest of 
it, the Chancellor always took for the 
Tory the easy way out, of jumping on the 
essential public, social expenditure of the 
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local authorities. 

MR. AMORY replied that steps were much 
more effective in avoiding possible risks 
and dangers if taken in good time. 


Other Business 
Housing, Easington and Peterlee 

MR. SHINWELL asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on June 
21 how many objectors had indicated 
their opposition to the proposals of the 
Durham County Council planning com- 
mittee relating to the Easington area; 
when the inquiry would take place; and 
to what extent it was now the policy of 
his department to prevent the Easington 
Rural District Council from building 
houses outside the new town of Peterlee 
so that those people who had no desire 
to live in Peterlee might be provided 
with accommodation elsewhere. 

MR. H. BROOKE wrote: ‘There have 
been 212 objections to the Easington 
Town Map and six petitions from resi- 
dents in South Hetton and Haswell. The 
inquiry has been arranged for September 
14. The extent to which houses should be 
built elsewhere than at Peterlee is one 
of the main questions arising on the town 
map, and I cannot therefore express an 
opinion until I have received and con- 
sidered the report of the inquiry.’ 


Loss of Farm Land 


MR. JOHN HARE, Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, said in a written reply 
on June 23: ‘According to the agricul- 
tural returns, the total net decreases in 
the agricultural area of England and 
Wales in the twenty years from 1939-40 
to 1958-59 were 524,000 acres on account 
of building, and 75,000 acres on account 
of other developments (i.e., sports grounds 
and, from 1953-54, mineral workings). 
The figures for the year 1958-59 were 
27,700 acres and 8,900 acres respectively.’ 





‘A Building Firm Steps Out’ 


4 BUILDING FIRM STEPS OUT: THE CASE 
HISTORY OF A. HEAD, LTD. By Cecil A. 
Francis. (London: * The Builder,’ 4, 
Catherine-st., WC2.) Price 2s. 6d. 

MANY YEARS ago the writer had the 

pleasure of knowing an old speculative 

housebuilder in a modest way of business 
who was fond of recalling that in his 
youth he had worked at the bench next 
to a man who later founded a firm that 
was to become one of the largest and 
most successful building and civil engin- 
eering contracting concerns in the 
country, and who ended up as a mil- 
lionaire and a national figure. It would 
be idle to inquire why the one should 
have been, in the worldly sense, a com- 
parative failure and the other a brilliant 
success, but it is interesting to reflect on 
the change that might have occurred in 
the fortunes of the small builder if BAS 

(Building Advisory Service) had existed 

in his day and he had had the good sense 

to consult it and profit by its advice. 
Readers of ‘The Builder’ need no 
introduction to ‘A Building Firm Steps 

Out,’ which appeared as a series of 


articles in the paper a few months ago, 
now reprinted in booklet form. Mr. 
Francis, who is the head of the Building 
Advisory Service of the NFBTE, deals 
with the case of a firm of builders who 
at the end of 1957 are employing about 
200 men, with a turnover of approxi- 
mately £350,000. The question arises 
whether that turnover should show a 
bigger margin, and it is decided to call 
in BAS to investigate the business and 
advise on the application of new manage- 
ment techniques. Mr. Francis follows 
and explains the process of conversion 
with its snags and difficulties in consider- 
able detail, deftly blending dialogue and 
human interest with technicalities. The 
story ends, as it should, with Albert, the 
head of the firm, finding that the returns 
are ‘ well up on all previous years.’ 

The booklet should do good work in 
disseminating, especially among execu- 
tive staff and general and craft foremen, 
a wider knowledge of up-to-date manage- 
ment techniques and the benefits that 
can follow their adoption.

Basic Materials 
Wholesale Prices in May 


IN MAY the wholesale price index of all 
manufactured products sold on the home 
market showed a rise of 0.2 per cent over 
the figure for the previous month. The 
cost of basic materials and fuel used in 
industry remained virtually unchanged. 
Increased prices for some raw materials, 
including imported softwood, were offset 
by lower quotations for copper and 
pyrites with small decreases in tin, zinc 
and fuel. The price indices for materials 
and fuel used in the mechanical engineer- 
ing and electrical machinery imdustries 
remained provisionally unchanged in May 
as compared with the latest figures for 
April. 

The May wholesale price index issued 
by the Board of Trade for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 146.6 shows 
a provisional increase of 0.1 per cent over 
the figure for the previous month. The 
house-building materials index at 146.4 
again shows a provisional increase of 0.2 
per cent (June 30, 1949=100),

Building in the City 


Decision on Traffic Route Through Barbican Redevelopment Area 


ON A DIVISION, the Court of Common 
Council of the City of London rejected, 
on June 16, by 51 votes to 43 a recom- 
mendation by the Barbican Committee to 
delete from the Barbican redevelopment 
plan the proposed north to south traffic 
route linking Golden-lane with Fore- 
street. The committee argued that the 
road would be * prejudicial to the pre- 
cinctual character of the area’ but the 
Streets Committee urged the retention of 
the transverse road. 

The road, said the Streets Committee, 
was not a new traffic route but alongside 
and in substitution for the route which 
had been in existence in continuity for 
at least 700 years in recorded City his- 
tory. 

MR. E. F. WILKINS, Chairman of the Bar- 
bican Committee, said that the question 
was whether or not there should be a 
north-south traffic route through the Bar- 
bican redevelopment site. There was a 
division of opinion between the com- 
mittees and the matter must be resolved 
by the decision of the Court. 

* 1066 and all that is always of interest, 
but I submit that the historical observa- 
tions of the Streets Committee are not 
relevant to our discussions today,’ said 
Mr. Wilkins. ‘* Therefore, in the best 
interests of the traffic needs of the City 
as a whole this transverse road should 
be deleted.’ 

It was a paradox that concurrently with 
the demand for more and more roads for 
traffic needs there was also a demand for 
more and more areas which should be 
kept free frore traffic. This transverse 
route was an alien element in a residen- 
tial precinct. It did not constitute an 
effective north-south traffic route and was 
inimical to the best interests of the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama. 

They had passed the stage of consider- 
ing the merits or demerits of the Barbican 
scheme. They were committed to the 
creation of a residential precinct. 


‘Pampering’ of Residents 

MR. D. GORDON MILLS, chairman of the 
Streets Committee, said it was incredible 
that those residents must be so pampered 
that they must not even hear the sound 
of traffic essential to the commerce of the 
City of London. It was that commerce 
and traffic which had made their highly 
subsidised existence even possible. 

The City of London was the best judge 
of its personal difficulties and problems 
and no outside pressure should make 
them deviate from what they believed to 
be in the best interests of the City. There 
was more and more need now for im- 
proved roads. They should never be 
thinking in terms of the abolition of 
roads. 

MR. B. G. ARTHUR, chairman of the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, said that whereas the Barbican 
Committee were primarily charged with 
the task of developing the Barbican area 
as a genuine residential unit, his com- 
mittee had responsibility for the layout of 


roads and especially for the proper circu- 
lation of traffic. They were opposed to 
the elimination of the proposed north- 
south traffic route. 

MAJOR S. E. SANDLE said many were say- 
ing that the route was essential, but they 
had never heard of it until now. To his 
recollection this had never been a main 
north-south route. 

MR. W. H. GUNTON thought it was rank 
bad planning to lay out a new residential 
area with gardens and other amenities 
and then to bisect it with a main traffic 
artery. 

SIR SYDNEY FOX said that the City was 
essentially a place of business and com- 
merce. ‘We should never forget that its 
maintenance as a place of business and 
commerce is dependent on the free circu- 
lation of traffic.’ 

He said the Barbican Committee pro- 
posed to allow no traffic to go through the 
35-acre area because they wanted to pre- 
serve quietude for future residents. Was 
it reasonable to expect to find in any great 
city any area which was free from the 
noise of traffic? The Barbican Committee 
were not only attempting the impossible, 
but something which was unnecessary 

Would it not be better to ask the Prime 
Minister to receive a deputation, headed 
by the Lord Mayor, as it was of such great 
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importance to the City that the

The Court agreed to permit the erec- 
tion of a nine-storey building, with offices 
over ground-floor shops and with a base- 
ment car park, at 167 to 170 Fleet-street, 
2 and 3 Red Lion-court and 2 Johnson’s- 
court (R. Seifert and Partners, 28 Great 
Ormond-street, WCl1), and they granted 
permission on an outline application for 
the erection of an office building on a site 
bounded by Salisbury-square, Dorset-rise, 
Hutton-street and Primrose-hill (Pruden- 
tial Assurance Co. Ltd., 142 Holborn Bars, 
EC1). 

The erection of an office building com- 
prising basement, ground and four upper 
floors on the Greystoke Place School site 
(Ellis, Clarke and Gallannaugh, 37 Soho 
square, W1) was also approved. 

And so were drawings for a new build- 
ing (offices, showrooms, stockrooms, a 
dental surgery, shops, licensed premises, 
and a basement car park) at Moor House, 
49 to 53 and 61 to 71 Fore-street, 19-27 
Fore Street-avenue. 1-15 Moorfields, and 
part of Fore-street and Moorfields (Lewis 
Solomon, Kaye and Partners, 5 Holborn 
Circus, EC1) and for a new office building 
sited on parts of 5 to 8 Bow Churchyard, 
78 Watling-street, 58 to 60 Bread-street 
and Star-court (Ley, Colbeck and Part- 
ners, Palmerston House, 51 Bishopsgate 


EC2). 


High Volume of Building Work 


Minister's Address to Operatives’ Conference 


SPEAKING at the annual conference of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives in Troon, Ayrshire, on June 
17, the Minister of Works, LORD JOHN 
HOPE, said that the highest of the objec- 
tives of the Government which it had in 
common with the Federation was the 
maintenance of the right balance between 
the load of work and the supply of labour 
in the industry. The Government was 
determined to fight against both un- 
employment and inflation. The volume 
of work in the industry was at present 
high and the Minister congratulated the 
industry on its great increase in output 
over the last two years. 

Lord John referred to the importance 
of productivity as the key to a higher 
standard of living but said that the 
economy, including the building industry, 
had been showing some signs of strain 
lately. If the danger of weakening 
sterling abroad was to be avoided pro- 
ductivity must not be impeded because of 
shortages of labour and materials. 

The Minister also mentioned the im- 
portance of technical development in in- 
creasing productivity and the increasing 
importance of teamwork which this led 
to. He said the existence of the Federa- 
tion was an example of understanding 
co-operation. 

The Minister paid a tribute to the 
building departments of the technical 
colleges whose task must grow in import- 


ance as techniques got more complicated. 
One of the difficulties was to foresce the 
skills which would be needed in the 
future, and he hoped there would be some 
further investigation which might be 
helpful in this connection.

Building Materials and Fire 


From a Correspondent 


INCREASING ATTENTION has been paid in 
recent years to the fire problem in rela- 
tion to building. Repeated efforts have 
been made to make architects and the 
building industry more ‘ fire-conscious.’ 
This is natural in view of the growing 
figures of fire losses in terms of money— 
last year’s figure, which was widely 
reported recently, constituted a record. 

Particular efforts have been made by 
fire authorities and others interested in 
the prevention and reduction of fire loss, 
to try to pinpoint specific causes of fires 
and to make propaganda for their 
elimination. Much has been said and 
written, for example, about the use of 
various types of modern building 
materials, in particular combustible 
sheet linings. These have been accused 
of constituting a fire hazard by increasing 
the chance of fire breaking out and of 
enabling a fire once started to spread 
more rapidly than would otherwise be the 
case. 


Condemning the Model By-law 


An interesting example of this approach 
was the resolution passed on May 13 last 
by the Worcester City Fire Brigade. con- 
demning the new model by-law relating 
to the thermal insulation of buildings 
recently produced by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. This 
action of the Worcester Fire Brigade was 
reported in ‘ The Builder’ of May 20, and 
Mr. G. Eastham, Chief Fire Officer of the 
Worcester authority, was stated to 
have told a Press conference that com- 
bustible insulating materials such as 
those scheduled in the model by-law are 
‘creating danger to life.’ 

Resolutions and statements of this kind 
require careful analysis on the part of 
builders, architects and public authorities 
to whom they are addressed. They are, 
of course, of considerable interest to the 
manufacturers of the materials concerned. 
who have in some cases given careful 
study to the fire question. The Fibre 
Building Board Development Organis:- 
tion, Ltd., representing the manufacturers 
and distributors of fibre building boards 
in the United Kingdom. had a number of 
tests carried out by the Fire Research 
Station and has embodied the results, 
together with evidence derived from the 
study of official fire reports and statistics 
and the results of other tests done both 
in this country and overseas, in a booklet 
recently published under the title ‘ Fibre 
Building Boards and Fire.’* 

The booklet makes a number of points. 
It states that there is no evidence of cor- 
relation between the presence of fibre 
building boards in buildings and the 
actual outbreak of fire. (In spite of the 
massive increase in the use of these 
materials, the percentage of fires in build- 
ings in which the first materials ignited 
were ceilings, partitions or linings made 
of materials other than natural timber 
remained so small—0.55 per cent in the

most recent official statistics 
negligible.) 


The booklet points out that almost anv 
form of standard decoration applied to 
natural untreated fibre building boards 
has the immediate effect of reducing the 
possibility of flame spreading rapidly over 
their surfaces. Jt emphasises that fibre 
building boards are widely available with 
special treatments giving Class 1 (the best 
class) under the Surface Spread of Flame 
Test of BS476—either by surface treat- 
ment, asbestos paper coating, or impreg- 
nation. Finally, the booklet states that 
the tests carried out for FIDOR at the 
Fire Research Station showed that under 
identical conditions, in full size furnished 
domestic rooms, Class 1 fibre insulating 
board ceiling linings gave results, in terms 
of the development of fire, not signifi- 
cantly different from those obtained 
where the ceilings were entirely non- 
combustible. 


‘Fibre Building Boards and Fire’ also 
gives recommendations regarding the use 
of Class 1 boards in industrial premises to 
meet the requirements of the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, and 
deals with the questions of decoration. 
durability and cost of board treated to 
Class 1 under the Spread of Flame Test. 


It is probably worth recalling that the 
most traditional of all building materials, 
timber itself, is combustible. A recent 
publication of the Timber Development 
Association points out that the greatest 
fire loss in history occurred in an 
‘incombustible’ factory manufacturing 
‘incombustible’ components from ‘* in- 
combustible’ materials.

Lining Materials 


Reverting to lining materials, any con- 
tribution which these would make to fire 
hazard must necessarily be of a secondary 
character, arising only after the outbreak 
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of fire. It is most important to realise 
that contents and occupancy are of far 
greater significance in the development of 
fire than any lining materials or part of 
the structure itself. All domestic rooms. 
for example, contain large quantities of 
furniture, textiles and other combustibles 
which will largely influence the develop- 
ment of fire irrespective of the nature of 
the lining materials. This should be 
borne in mind when the _ temptation 
arises, in the search for fire safety, to 
recommend the exclusive use of non- 
combustible building materials despite al! 
the advantages of economy and efficiency 
which other materials offer by compari 
son. 

Tests more recent than those described 
in the booklet ‘Fibre Building Boards 
and ‘Fire’ have been carried out at the 
Fire Research Station. In two of these 
tests, this time on wall linings, fires were 
started in two identical rooms under the 
same conditions and on the same day 
One room had a plastered fibre insulation 
board lining and the other a lining of 
completely non-combustible insulation. In 
the room with the fibre insulating board 
the time taken for the development of 
the test fire to ‘flashover’ was twelve 
minutes, but in the other room with the 
non-combustible insulation the ‘* flash- 
over’ time was only eight minutes, and 
when this test was repeated with the same 
non-combustible insulation the ‘ flash- 
over’ time was 4 minutes 10 seconds. It 
would be foolish to interpret these results 
as showing that this form of totally non 
combustible insulation is a most 
dangerous material to use, yet this illus 
trates the danger of a too facile interpre 
tation of evidence on the ‘ post hoc, ergo 
propter hoc’ principle. There is no 
simple explanation for results of this 
kind, but they indicate beyond doubt that 
the rate of fire development in buildings 
does not hinge only on whether the 
linings are combustible or not. The 
desire to exclude combustible lining 
materials altogether from modern build 
ings is shown to be far from well- 
founded.

Unexpected Offer 


CLLR. K. B. BENFIELD, head of a Coventry 
building firm, was offered a £125-a-week 
job as a project director while in Stalin- 
grad on a civic visit to Russia. ‘It was 
a serious offer,’ he says. ‘ But there was 
no question of my taking it, though I 
would not have objected to it for a 
month or two—as a holiday.’ 


Atomic Power Groups Merge 


Two nuclear power groups, Atomic 
Power Constructions and the GEC-Simon- 
Carves Atomic Energy group, have agreed 
to join forces to design and build nuclear 
power stations in Britain. This move 
reduces the number of nuclear power 
consortia to three. After the recent 
announcement in a White Paper of a slow- 
ing down in the nuclear power pro- 
gramme one of the builders of nuclear 


power stations said that the programme 
was the minimum required to keep the 
consortia in being. 

Atomic Power Constructions com- 
prises the nuclear interests of Richard- 
sons, Westgarth, International Combus- 
tion, Crompton Parkinson, Fairey and 
Trollope and Colls, while the GEC-Simon- 
Carves group combines those of GEC. 
Simon-Carves, Motherwell Bridge and 
Engineering, and John Mowlem.

The following is an extract from the statement 
by Mr. J. A. E. Reiss, B.E.M. (Chairman 
and Managing Director), which accompanied the 
Report and Accounts sent to Stockholders 


Accounts 


The net Surptus, before providing for Taxation, 
is £291,974 more than a year ago. Provision for 
Taxation at £5,591,944 is £282,946 less than the 
similar provision made out of the profits of 
1958, due mainly to the abnormally large credits 
amounting to £330,142 deducted in 1959 from 
the provisions for the year ; this deduction 
inc'udes credits of a non-recurring nature arising 
from the settlement of our liabilities to Excess 
Profits Levy and clearance of past years’ claims 
for Double Taxation Relief 

Once again I should like to refer to the capital 
expenditure by our Group. Expenditure during 
1959 amounted to £5,921,857 and during the 
fourteen years since the last war we have 
expended on capital account £54,270,075 ; during 
the same fourteen vears we have provided out of 
profits £30,589,147 for depreciation and trans- 
ferred £12,547,666 to Fixed Assets Replacement 
Reserve, a total of £43,136,813, which is equiva- 
lent to nearly 80 per cent. of the outay 
This exnenditure has been financed without your 
Company having to issue fresh capital 

he Associated Portland Cement Manufac- 
turers Limited now holds effectively 100 per cent 
of the equity of The British Portland Cement 
Manufacturers Limited and 100 per cent. of the 
Aipha Cement Limited equity, so a clearer 
picture of our past year’s working in the United 
Kingdom is produced by combining the results 
of these three Companies than is shown in the 
Consolidated Accounts, which include our over- 
seas interests, The figures to the nearest thousand 
pounds are as follows 

The trading surplus increased by £667,000 to 
£12,256,000 We set aside for depreciation 
£2,438,000 which was £212,000 less than a year 
ago, when special provisions amounting to 
£200,000 were made, and the allocation for 
replacement of fixed assets of £725,000 was the 
same ; the total provision under these headings 
was £3,163,000 After providing for deprecia- 
tion and replacement we were left with £9,093.000 
Provision for Taxation decreased by £68,000 
to £4,254,000. Directors’ and Trustees’ Emolu- 
ments, Debenture Service, Provision for amount 
payable to the Workmen's Pension Fund, Sub- 
vention payments to Subsidiary Companies, 
Share Issue Expenses and transfers to General 
Reserve together absorbed £2,514,000, an increase 
of £385,000, leaving for distribution £2,.325,000, 
which is £562,000 more than last year 

In view of the continuing decline in our Export 
Trade these results can be considered most 
satisfactory and I am sure you will wish me to 
thank all those members of our Group whose 
keenness and loyalty has made them possible 


Revaluation of Fixed Assets 


The Fixed Assets of the United Kingdom 
Companies within the Group were revalued a’ 
Ist January, 1955, and the Directors have 
decided that a further revaluation should be made 
in 1960. The figures at which these assets stand 
in the Companies’ books are below their present- 
day va‘tue 

Past Year 


With the easing of credit restrictions demand 
at home increased very much quicker than was 
foreseen and our deliveries were 6 ver cent 
higher. It became apparent by the carly autumn 
that we should have to bring back into com- 
mission those sections of our plant which had 
been closed in 1957. This decision was imple- 
mented by the end of the year and we have 
therefore, been producing at full canacity since 
January

Whilst our Exnort Trade in ordinary cement 
showed a further smal!i reduction in tonnage 
and profit margins continued to be sender, we 
shipped a larger tonnage of White Cement than 
ever before and our other special products also 
showed satisfactory increases 


This Year 

This vear we expect another record at home 
and deliveries may well be between 8 and 10 
per cent. up on last year So far, our export 
margins have shown a slight improvement hut 
shipments continue to decline slowly Phe 
production of cement is increasing all over the 
wor'd in which process, as you will see later 
in this Statement your Company is plaving its 
full share. Only thus shall we make good the 
disappearance of many of our old export 
markets 

In the last decade there has been a marked 
increase in the use of concrete and there is 
every reason to suppose that consumption of 
cement in this country will resume the normal 
increase that was interrupted in 1957 

The consumption of cement per capita at 
home is still very low as compared with abroad 

we are, in fact, 12th out of the 16 main 
cement producing countries of the world 

With this in mind your Board have been lay- 
ing plans for expansion of our manufacturing 
capacity at home and we expect that the second 
kiln at Cauldon will be in operation within the 
next few months Work has started on the 
rebuilding of our Plymouth works which will 
result in the canacitvy being more than doubed 
A suitable location for a works has been found 
in Scotland and we are negotiating for its acqui 
sition with the object of building a 400,000 tons 
a year plant as soon as nossible A further 
decision taken recently is to develop the site that 
we bought shortly after the war at Westbury 
in Wiltshire by building a works that will pro 
duce 200,000 tons a year It will take some 
three years to carry out these schemes which 
represent an addition to our capacity of nearly 
1,000,000 tons per annum and as such, is the 
largest home building programme your Com- 
pany has undertaken since its inception 

You will remember that we were one of the 
first Industries to adopt a policy of price stabili- 
sation from year to year. We were particularily 
pleased to be able to announce a reduction in 
price of 2s. a ton which became operative on 
Ist February this year This, in effect, meant 
that the Industry was prenared to nass on at 
once to consumers the economies that are to be 
expected from the increased production that will 
be required this year 


Overseas Works 


Our overseas interests, which make an in- 
creasing contribution to our income, once again 
report a year of progress, achieving record sales 
of 2,262,000 tons Our investments, with one 
exception, are within the Commonwealth and it 
is fair to assume that the demand for cement 
in these developing countries will continue to 
expand The geographical spread provided 
affords a hedge against an undue preponderance 
of our overseas assets in one particular area 

In Australia The Commonwealth Portland 
Cement Company Limited surpassed its previous 
record results During the year the Company 
made an offer for the share -apital of Metro- 
politan Portland Cement Limued which owns a 
works with a rated capacity of 100,000 tons per 
annum at Maldon in New South Wales. This 
offer has since been accepted by over 90 per 
cent. of the sharcholders and steps have been 
taken to acquire the remaining interests. 

In Malaya both kilns have been converted 
from coal to oil firing. Demand continues to 
increase and, while competition from Far 
Eastern imports remains keen. Malayan Cement 
Limited continues to sell its full output. 

In Mexico trading conditions generally 
reflected the effects of the recession in the

_ The new 200,000-ton kiln of The Golden Bay 
Cement Company Limited at Tarakohe. in New 
Zealand, came into Production in October and 
iS Operating satisfactorily Increases in Capacity 
in New Zealand over recent years have resulted 
in keen competitive conditions but The Golden 
Bay Company continues to record very gratify

In South Africa there was a reduction in 
building activity and consequent lower demand 
for cement White’s South frican Portland 
Cement Company Limited, however, more than 
maintained its position relative to other cement 
makers and experienced a satisfactory year's 
trading The works at Lichtenbure in the 
Transvaal, operated at full production The 
plant at the older works, in the Orange Free 
State, is being modernised Since the end of 
the year the political outlook has become 
clouded The problems with which the Union 
is faced admit of no simple solution but it is 
inconceivable that, in the long terms, the two 
races which populate this richly endowed land 
will be unable to work out a mutually acceptable 
modus vivendi ; 

Our principal interests in Canada centre upon 
British Columbia, which, Province is still slow 
to recover from the setback of 1958 Demand 
for cement remains below productive capacity 
and there is little indication of any appreciable 
improvement in trading conditions in the near 
future During this period the opportunity is 
being taken to increase the efficiency of the 
cement works at Bamberton, which is in the 
process otf being converted from coal to oil 
firing In 1956 we acquired certain limestone- 
bearing land in Ontario. with a view to entering 
the cement industry when conditions were con- 
sidered propitious Meantime we have taken 
other steps to secure an interest in Eastern 
Canada, particulars of which I hope to be in a 
position to announce shortly 

The East African Portland Cement ( ompany 
Limited in Kenya, in which we have a substan 
tial interest, had a successful year’s trading 

In Southern Rhodesia there was a general 
reduction in building activity and, with the 
completion of the Kariba Dam, the demand for 
cement was appreciably lower. Under keen com- 
petitive conditions The Salisbury Portland 
Cement Company Limited. after providing for 
interest on loan capital and depreciation, made 
sufficient profit to allow preliminary and capi- 
ta! issue expenses to be written off and a small 
balance to be carried forward. Since the end of 
the year there has been some resurgence in 
activity and prospects appear brighter 

In Western Nigeria it is expected that the 
new 200,000-ton works which we are construct- 
ing will be in operation towards the end of the 
year. The demand for cement in Nigeria con- 
tinues to grow and we look forward to playing a 
Prominent part in assisting development in this 
important country 

Apart from the various interests mentioned 
above we are constantly investigating the pos- 
sibility of expanding our activities elsewhere 
and during the past year have undertaken 
exploratory work in Pakistan, Ghana and 
Northern Nigeria and in the State of Victoria. 
Australia We are hopeful that the outcome 
of our investigations will lead to the extension 
of our interests in these areas and thus further 
widen the field of our activities
